Crying for food for themselves 
and their families, the men an- 
nounced their intention’to take it 
from the stores by force unless it 
were provided from some source 
without cost. 

Residents of England sought to 
quiet the mob, and Attorney 
George E. Morris undertook to ad- 
dress the farmers when they 
swarmed into the main.streets. He 
cautioned them against committing 
depredations which. they would 


none would starve. — 

His speech was frequently inter- 
rupted by those in the crowd with 
shouts of ‘‘We want food” or “Give 
us. food for our starving families.” 

“We are notbeggars,” another 
pushed forward to explain. “We 
are willing to work for 50 cents 
a day, but we're not going to starve 
and we’re not going to let gur 
faanjlies starve. 

“Give ‘us work and we'll 
come back.” 

Some cried that their wives and 
children. were dying before their 
eyes for want of food, 

Red Cross. Gives Aid. 

Persons living at England recog- 
nized many of those in the mob 
as one-time prosperous farmers, 
whose crops were ruined .by the 
drouth. While Morris talked to the 
invaders, merchants of the town 
conferred. and decided to notify 
Red Cross authorities. The Red 
Cross offices in St. Louis suggested 
issuance of $2.75 worth of. food 
for each family, and C. E. Hankins, 
local Red Cross chairman, imme- 
diately began carrying out the in- 
structions, ~ 

Approximately 350 had been fur- 
nished -with food early tonight by 
the merchants here.-: By 9 p. m. 
all the farmers had been supplied 
with food and merchants reported 
the situation quiet. 

Members of the relief committee 
in charge of the food distribution 
said that the Red Cross had ar- 
ranged previously to care for only 
the local sufferers, assigning to the 
Lonoke committee the job of look- 
ing after farm familiés. Lonoke is 
the county séat of Lonoke County 
in which England is situated. Sev- 
eral hundred farmers are being fed 
daily at Lonoke. 

Fears Another Outbreak. , 

Morris said he considered the sit- 
uation ‘‘very serious,”’ adding that 
the men would storm the town 
again as soon as their present food 
éupplies were exhausted. He said 
virtually all the merchants here 
were broke, as a.result of the 
drouth situation in the countryside. 

Financial difficulties were fur-

Morris criticised the authorities 
for turning away several in today’s 
crowd because they were warmly 
clothed.

PARIS, Jan. 3.—The world, no 


less than France, tonight mourns 
the passing of Marshal Joseph 
Jacques Joffre, savior of Paris in 
1914, who died at 8:23 a, m. after 
a long fight with arteritis. 

His country is preparing a great 
national funeral in memory of one 
of the most illustrious soldiers of 
her history. 

Marshal Joffre — the “Papa” 


Joffre of the French poilu and of, 
all his countrymen, passed away 
peacefully the day before his sev- 
enty-ninth birthday. He had been 
seriously ill for more than a fort- 
night and on Dec, 19 suffered the 
amputation of: his left leg, which 
had become infected with gay- 
grene.’ 

Given up by ‘his physicians as 
lost, he fought with amazing vital- 
ity, and, although he had been un- 
conscious most of the time for 
nearly a week before his death, he 
was able to arouse himself at times 
to smile at a friend or murmur a 
few words to Mme. Joffre, who 
throughout his illness, remained 
almost co tly at his bedside. 

Burial at Country Home Likely. 

Definite plans for the funeral 
have not yet been made known, but 
if Joffre’s wishes are respected he 
will lie, not like his illustrious com- 
rade, Ferdinand Foch, under the 
great dome of the Hotel:des In- 
valides, but in a modest chapel in 
the grounds of his country home. 
at Louveciennes, high on a platteau 
overlooking the winding valley of 
the Seine. - 

Joffre’s visit to the tomb of 
Washington in 1917, friends dis- 
closed tonight, inspired him ‘with | 
the desire for a simple burial on 
his own homéstead, “La Chataign- 
erlie,”’ Chestnut Grove, which he 
and Mme. Joffre had built and laid 
out. . 

Col. Jean Fabry, the Marshal's. 
aid during the World War and his 
closest friend, said that the old sol- 
dier had often expressed the wish 
that Chestnut Grove would become 
another Mount Vernon, and that 
there his collections of military 
relics, gathered in more than 40 
years of military life, might be pre- 
served. 

Body to Lie in State. 

Tonight his body lay in the bare, 
white-plastered room in which he 
died at the Hospital of St. Jean-de- 
Dieu, clad in a white dolman and 
the golden-buttoned uniform of the 
French colonial armies. Tomorrow 
it will be transported to the chazel 
of the Ecole Militaire—old French 
army school—where on Monday 
and Tuesday it will lie in state so 
that poilu and General, the average 
man of France and her statesmen 
may file past it and give a- final 
salute to the kindly leader that all 
loved. 

The chapel in which the bedy 
will lie in state was built at the end 
of the reign of Louis XV. At the 
entrance to the altar the Marshal's 
body, clothed in the uniform of a 
Marshal of France, will be placed 
on a camp bed. The tri-color will 
be draped over the coffin, leaving 
the face visible. At the foot of the 
bed will be placed Joffre's baton 
az a Marshal, the insignia of the 
grand cordon of the Legion of 
Honor, a warrior’s breastplate and 
other emblems. 

Great torches of the empire will 
be placed at the four corners of 
the couch, and there four Generals 
of the French army will stand 
guard day and night until the fu- 
neral.. Here and there will hang, 
flags of regiments which served in 
the great war. 

Late tonight streams of people 
filed past the hospital in the Rue 
Oudinot to show their respect to 
the dead hero. Many were there 
even after the building was closed 
for the night. 

The fhneral will be Wednesday.

Refusal of Prairie Oil &|} 


Gas Co. to Join Plan for 
Aid Given as Cause of 


By the Associated Press, 
TULSA, Ok., Jan. ‘3.—Attempts 


to organize relief for small inde- 


pendent oil producers of North- 
eastern Oklahoma and Southeastern 
Kansas appeared to have reached 
an impasse tonight. Operators of 
little wells in old settled areas of 
the two states were confronted 
with the prospect of being forced 
to shut down asa _ result ofthe 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co.’s refusal 
to join in a plan of relief proposed 
by a committee representing the 
major purchasers o: mid-continent 
crude oil. 

In several areas the shutdown 
already has.begun. Lease workers 
have been thrown out of employ- 
ment due to the stopping of! 
pumps. Shutdown. of small wells, 
few of which were producing more 
than one barrel daily, means dé- 
struction of the property, operators 
said. Stopping of the pumps, they 
said, would cause salt water to 
drown out the oil. 

The situation was created by the 
Prairie company’s withdrawal as a 
general purchaser of crude oil, The 
conimittee which sought to provide 
relief had proposed that the Prai- 
rie continue to run _ production 
from the wells cut of. from: mag- 
ket, and that other companies pur-. 
chase an equal amoun of oil from 
the Prairie’s own wells. 

Committee Holds Meeting, 

After a meeting of the commit- 
teé here today, at whicl the Prai- 
rie’s rejection of the proposa .was 
considered, E. B.. Reeser, president 
of the American’ Petroleum Insti- 
tute, who appointed the committee 
at the request of Secretary Wil- 
bur, head: of the Federal Oil Con- 
servation Board. said: 

“The committee of purchasers 
considered the answer of the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co. and unani- 
mously decided that it does not 
meet the issue, and that the com- 
inittee’s proposal as outlined in its 
letter to relieve the entire situation 
still stands open. 

“The situation will receive fus- 
ther consideration at the meeting / 
tute’s directors to be held in New 
York next Thursday.” 

The production. actually remain- 
ing in “distresa’’ has been estimated 
by the committee at 14,500 barrels 
daily. Nearly 40,000 barrels daily, 
from 15,000 wells in Oklahoma and 
12,000 wells in Kansas, were af- 
fected by the Prairie’s withdrawal, 
R. M. Young, chairman of the 
committee, said, but outlets have 
since been arranged for approxi- 
mately two-thirds of this produc- 
tion, 

Producers’ Meeting 

E. B. Lawson, chairman of a 
committee representing Oklahoma 
producers, announced -his commit- 
tee would meet here Monday to 
consider the situation and probably 
call a mass meeting of the pro- 
ducers. 

Lawson estimated 20,000 webs 
would be shut down, if relief is 
not provided. He said 10,000 of 
the wells were old “stripper” pro- 
ducers in Washington, Nowata and 
Rogers Counties, Oklahoma, and an 
equal number in Kansas areas. 

In giving notification of the 
Prairie’s refusal to enter into the 
plan, W. 8..Fitzpatrick, chairman of 
the company’s board of directors, 
said that agreement of his com- 
pany to the proposition would “in- 
evitably entail a loss to us or our 
customers and inure to the benefit 
of our competitors or theirs.”

U. S, SURPLUS DWINDLING, 
TAX COLLECTIONS FALL OFF 


General and Ordidary Expenses of 
Government Increase in Last 
Six Months. 

By the Associated Press. | 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3, — Col- 
lecting approximately $70,000,000 
less in income taxes in 1930 than 
in 1929 the Government entered 
1931 with a dwindling ‘surplus and 
faced with reduced income taxes. 
The Treasury’s statement issued 
for the close of business. on Dec. 
31 showed that In the’193@ calendar 
year it had collected $2,333,307,000 
in taxes on income despite the 1 
per cent reduction granted in the 
tax on 1929 incomes. Inthe pre- 
vious calendar year the collections 
amounted to $2,403;317,000. 
Starting the fiscal year of 1931 
on last July 1 with a surplus ef 
$184,000,000 the Treasury complet- 
ed ‘the first six months of the year 
on Dec. 31 with a surplus of $563,- 
124,895 which may be wiped out 
before March 15. “At the close of 
business on the last day of the year 
the Government had collected from 
all sources $1,854,207,812 and had 
spent $1,801,082,916 in the first 
half of the 1931 fiscal year. 
During: the period customs. re- 
ceipts showed a decrease Of ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 as com- 
pared with the same period of the 
previous year,. collections totaling 
$201,385,239. Income tax totaled 
$1,107,307,012, as coémpared with 
$1,186,317,860 and miscellaneous 
internal revenue dropped off from 
$318,493,628 to $2795,317;352.

holding the Orthwein boy there 
through the preceding night. 

Pearl Abernathy, one. of the 
three named in the kidnaping 
warrants issued yesterday, is held 
in Clayton jail in default of $60,006 
bond. The other defendants named 
in warrants are his son, and hia 
niece, Frieda Robb, 

The conference with the Orth- 
wein brothers and Attorney Troll 
at Clayton yesterday is understood 
to have been called with a view to 
determining whether the family 
would assist prosecuting authorities 
in bringing the kidnaper to jus- 
tice.

Elected 10 Years Ago. 

Ralph has been the recognized 
Republican leader of the Senate 
since his first election in 1920, 
though he did not officially have 
the title until 1925. In the 1921 
session his activity in framing the 
legislation creating the State High- 
way Department brought him into 
prominence which has continued 
through the remaining sessions. He 
was re-elected to the Senate in 
1924 and 1928. 

According to information from 
St. Louis County, the opposition to 
Ralph is centering oh Representa- 
tive George F. Heege of Kirkwood 
as a candidate for the Senate in 
1932. It is possible that by that 
time, however, the State will be re- 
districted to give St. Louis County 
two Senators.

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NIGARAGUANS WOBND 
TWO MORE MARINES 


They Are Shot in Skirmish Fol- 
lowing Killing of Eight Mem- 
bers of U. S. Forces. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 3.— 
Guerilla warfare flared again to- 
day in the densely wooded country 
between Totogalpa and Ocotal, and 
in a brush with Gen. Sandino’s fol- 
lowers two United States Marines 
were seriously wounded. 

The Marines under command of 
Capt. Ernest Russell, pushed on to- 
ward Ocotol, driving their oppon- 
ents before them. 

When news reached Ocotol of 
the clash, which followed closely 
upon that of Wednesday in which 
eight Marines were killed and two 
wounded by the insurgents, another 
Marine patrol set out to aid in the 
pursuit. 

The men wounded today are 
Privates James Robert Earnhardt 
of Concord, N. C., and David Mon- 
roe Kirkendall of Chicago. It was 
said Kirkendall probably would 
recover: They were brought here 
by airplane. 

National Guard Headquarters re- 
ported the insurgents in today’s 
fight were thought to be the same 
group which ambushed Marines 
Dec, 31 and attacked the guard 
barracks at Telepeneca Jan. il, 
when they were repulsed and fled 
in the direction of Palacaguina. 

Throughout today Marine flyers 
continued active, bombing patrols 
leaving and returning to Managua 
frequently and carrying fresh Ma- 
rines to the scene of the disturb- 
ance. 

An official report says that nine 
insurgents were killed in encoun- 
ters with Marines in the last three 
days. The insurrectionists are well 
armed, fighting one skirmish with 
two machine guns. Their number 
in the fights have ranged from a 
few men to as high as 160, the re- 
port says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The 
bodies of the eight marines killed 
in Nicaragua Wednesday will ar- 
rive in this country Jan. 30. The 
U. 8. 8S. Vega, Cargo’ship, will con- 
vey the bodies. of seven men to 
Hampton Roads, Va., while the 
body of Sergt. Arthur M. Palrang 
will be taken to San Francisco on 
the army .-transport, Chateau 
Thierry.

Bush of Bay Minett, Ala., will be 
buried at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, the others at their homes.

“The first I knew anything was 
wrong” she said, “was when my 
uncle came home very upset about 
1 o’clock Thursday afternoon, 
made a telephone call and told me 
he wanted me to go with him to 
Clayton right away.” 

In the Sheriff's office at Clay- 
ton, she said, they met Orthwein, 
his brother-in-law, August A. 
Buseh Jr., and Troll. The party 
waited for a few minutes for Sher- 
iff Lill to come in, but when he did 
not return a conference was be- 
gun. 

“My uncle explained the situa- 
tion,” she said. “Then Mr. Orth- 
wein and I left in an automobile 
and went out on a country road. 
Mr. Troll and my uncle left Clay- 
ton together in another car, After 
Mr. Orthwein and I had waited 
about 15 minutes by the roadside— 
I don’t know the name of the road 
—Mr. Troll and my uncle came 
back with the boy.” 

Told Not to Talk. 

She refused to amplify her state- 
ment; explaining that Troll had in- 
structed her not to discuss the case. 
When the reporter appealed to 
Troll by telephone to modify his 
instructions in view of develo,- 
ments in the case, he declined to 
do 80. 

Troll has previously said that the 
boy was returned to his father 
Thursday afternoon at an appoint- 
ed spot on Bacon avenue near the 
Miriam Convalescent Home, in 
Webster Groves, not far from the 
Charles Abernathy home, where he 
had been held for 20 hours. 

Troll, to whom members of the 
family have referred inquires 
about payment of ransom for the 
boy’s return, has categorically de- 
clared that no ransom or reward 
was paid or promised Abernathy or 
his s0n. ~ 

At the time of the boy’s return 
he told reporters there was a pos- 
sibility the Busch family might 
find a iob for the kidnaper if it 
was found true, as represented to 
the Orthwein and Busch families, 
that he was driven to crime by his 
destitute circumstances. 

. $10,000 Reward Rumor. 

A rumor circulated © yesterday 
that Orthwein had promised a re- 
ward of $10,000 to the elder Aber- 
nathy for procuring the safe re- 
turn of his boy was ascribed by 
close friends of, Orthwein to re- 
marks made by Orthwein at the 
Clayton conference Thursday that 
he would give anything for his 
boy’s recovery unharmed. 

His friends explain that in the 
excitement of arranging the return 
of the Jad he repeated the offer 
of generous reward to the Negro 
real estate dealer, but declare they 
are certain no definite amount was 
mentioned. 

No Reference in Warrants. 

After he had thoroughly ques- 
tloned Pearl Abernathy, Sheriff 
Lill was asked if he had found any 
indication that money was paid for 
the boy’s return or that a reward 
was promised. He said he had not. 
Further indication that no evi- 


dence of a reward or ransom was 


uncovered is found in’ the fact that 
the warrants issued yesterday 
charge kidnaping but’ make no 
mention of ransom. 

After the conference at Clayton 
last night reporters drew Attorney 
Troll’s attention to the published 
report that $10,000 reward was 
promised the eldec Abernathy. He 
declared the report was incorrect 
and repeated his unqualified state- 
ment that money was neither paid 
nor promised for the boy’s return. 

Eugenia Abernathy, wife of 
Charles Abernathy and mother: of 


their seven children, was released 
from custody at Clayton yesterday 
after having been held as a ma- 
terial witness in the case. 

She is quoted as admitting she 
knew her husband had the Orth- 
wein boy in their house on Bis- 
mark avenue on Wednesday night 
and Thursday morning. She left 
the house in Webster .at noon 
Thursday, she added, taking. the 
children to Pearl Abernathy’s 
house for New Year’s dinner. It is 
generally understood that at that 
time her lrsband had already 
heeded his father's suggestion that 
he “go away.’’ 

Yesterday afternoon, on informa- 
tion furnished by Pearl Abernathy, 
policemen took from his home on 
Enright avenue a loaded automatic 
pistol. Abernathy told deputies at 
Clayton he had taken the weazon 
from his sen Thursday morning 
and said he presumed it was the 
weapon used in the kidnaping. 


Time to “Bear Down Hard,” Says 
County Prosecutor. 

Prosecuting Attorney Castlen 
yesterday gave the following state- 
ment to the press: 

“This appears to me to be an op- 
portune moment to ‘bear down 
hard’ on kidnaping and kidnapers 
in. this community. The law car- 
not compromise with anyone who 
abducts another. This is a matter 
affecting the public’s welfare and 
also anyone who conspires with or 
aids or abets or fails to act against 
the kidnaper when such action 
should be taken, lays himself or 
herself open .to serious conse- 
quences. 

“I appreciate fully the. state of 
mental torture which seizes parents 
and kinsmen of those abducted, but 
when the abducted person has been 
returned and it is shown that the 
faw readily can cope with those 
who undertook extortion by steal- 
ing a human being from his normal 
surroundings, no overtures should 
be made by anyone to the criminal 
or criminals involved. And partic- 
ularly there should be no attempt 
to carry out to any person, the 
party to a kidnaping, payment of 
ransom or reward made under the 
strain of mental anguish that in- 
duces extravagant promises in the 
hope of obtaining the release of a 
loved one from lawful custody. 

“In view of the previous three 
convictions in a prior case last year, 
and. when the law finishes with 


anyone who may be guilty of the |. 


crime in the Orthwein case, kid- 
naping should be a less flourishing 
activity in this community. It-is 
the duty of public offidals backed 
by public sentiment in this case to 
see that such a condition is brought 
about.” 


$1,000,000 NET BALANCE IN 
STATE GENERAL REVENUE FUND

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3.— 
The State government of Missouri 
closed the -biennial period of 1929 
and 1930 with a net balance in the 
State general revenue fund of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 in excess of 
the outstanding bills, several deficit 
items and other accounts chargea- 
ble to revenues for the two years, 
according to books of the State 
Treasurer and State Auditor. This 
is the largest net balance in the 
general revenue fund since the end 
of the 1921-1922 biennial period, 
The general revenue fund, de- 
rived largely from direct taxation 
sources, is the principal operating 
fund of the State departments, 
boards, schools and institutions, 
The balance for all of the 68 dif- 
ferent funds in the State Treas- 
ury On Dec. 31, including the gen- 
eral revenue fund, was $13,043,062. 
A preliminary report compiled by 
State Auditor L. D. Thompson

the State during 1929 and 1930, 
including State road construction 
and all bond retirement and inter- 
est items, at $123,946,293. For 
1929 the disbursements were $54,- 
787,021 and in 1930 totaled $69,- 
159,273. 
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Same System to Be Used as

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. — With 
the same schedule, same inquiries, 
game instructions as last April, 4500 
enumerators will start a special 
unemployment census of 20 cities 
Jan. 15, 

The 10-month change in the em- 
ployment problem is to be gauged 
since an employment census was 
taken last April. 

Arthur Woods, chairman of the 
President’s Emergency Committee 
for Employment, said today the 
census would be rushed to: comple- 
tion. As the count proceeds, he 
said, figures will be rushed to 
Washington for concurrent tabula- 
tion, making totals available within 
a short time after the field work 
is completed. 

He said Census Director Steuart 
was hopeful the findings could be 
reported by the middle of February, 
thus making possible application of 
statistics to conditions still current. 

Steuart said the 20 cities, total- 
ing about 21,000,000 population, 
represented one-sixth of the entire 
population and all major geogra- 
phic divisions, and would give “a 
good idea of the national trend.”. 

He added it would furnish an in- 
dex of the relation between em- 
ployment and certain key indus- 
tries, Detroit, for example, reflect- 
ing the automobile industry and 
Pittsburg the steel situation, 

As in the April census, a house- 
to-house canvass system vill be 


followed. To develop the extent to 


which people have gone to cities 
looking for work, one new ques- 
tion will be asked, “has this per- 
son been in the city more than 
four months?” 

Steuart said an intrease, both in 
numbers of unemployed and in du- 
ration of idleness, was expected 
from the January census. 

The cities in which the census 
will be taken are Boston, the Man 
hattan and Bronx Boroughs of New 
York, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Philade}- 
phia, Pittsburg, Dayton, Cleveland 
Chicago, Detroit, Duluth, Minneap- 
olis, St. Loula, Birmingham, New 
Orleans, Houston, Denver, Seattle, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco.

“Service at cost,” control in the 
hands of .a local transit commis- 
sion, an agreed valuation and 
schedule of fares, millions for new 
cars and other improvements. 
Some inquiring citizens, leaders 
in the civic clubs, have examined 
the terms of the franchise with 
particular reference to the pur- 
ported public benefits, and what 


this lengthy product of the Insull 
lawyers makes interesting reading. 
“Service at Cost.” 

They have tried to analyze the 
b “service at cost” provision. The 
franchise says: “Cost of service is 
hereby defined and agreed to be 
and include each and all of the fol- 
lowing items.” There follows a 
list of 14 items, each fully de- 
scribed, among them being operat- 
ing expenses, deprecation allow- 
ances, taxes, charges for maintaih- 
ing operating reserves, “‘monies in- 
cluded in cost of operaton,”’ 
est on borrowed money, 8 per cent 
return for the property, amortized 
discounts on and costs of marketing 
securities, salaries of city transit 
board members and employes, costs 
of arbitrations’ or valuations, un- 
collectible accounts, contributions 
to employes’ welfare funds, rental 
of a terminal property, and “any 
and all other property expenditures 


incurred in or nN cornection with 
the operation under this franchise 


Questions have peen raised about 
the 8&8 per cent return clause and 
those diligent enough have found 
the answers fn the franchise. The 
company is assured this return on 
the initial agreed valuation plus all 
additional investments, provided it 
can. be obtained under the highest 
rate of fare named in the schedule: 
the return is to be cumulative, that 
is, if not earned in one period the 
deficit may be recouped later. 

If 8 Per Cent Is Not Earned. 

But in the event the company is 
unable tO earn the 8 per cent 
cumulative return under the high- 
est rate of fare, 10 cents plus 2 
cents for transfer, it may disre- 
gard fully the regulations of the 
local transit board and operate as 
it pleases until it earns such re- 
turn, 

The agreed valuation set up in 
the franchise is $11,000,000 for the 
property as it would be taken over. 
Critics assert the actual physical 
value of the property is not more 
than $7,000,000 and that the new 
company ~*~ould start with a high- 
hy watered capital structure. The 
new company would expend $39,- 
000,000 for improvements in five 
years, making a total investment of 
$20,000,000 upon which it would 
be entitled to a return of 8 per 
cent, 

The skeptics ask: How in the 
face of generally declining street 
railway business could the new 
company earn its return on this 
valuation when the old company 
has gone broke On a lower capital 
investment ?

purports to give the city home rule 
over the company. This would be 
predicated upon an amendment to 
the State law ostensibly taking 
such street railway control away 
from the State Public Service Com- 
mission and lodging it in the local 
board.

Supreme Court in a sweeping de- 
cision against the City of Kansas 
City. This Kansas City case war 
commented upon with interest by 
James E. Deery, City Attorney oft 
Indianapolis, who is a member of 
the Mayor's committee. 

The Monopoly Clause. 

A provision of the franchise ob- 
jected to by many Indianapolis cit- 
izens ig the monopoly clause. This 
would give the company virtually 
the exclusive right to operate any 
and all forms of public transporta- 
tion “upon, across, over, along, 
above or below any or all of the 
streets now existing or which may 
hereafter exist within the city.” 
This is defined as extending to any 
form of vehicle now or hereafter 
available. 

The city would be obligated to 
prohibit and prevent competition 
and in event of failure to do so 
would be liable to the company for 
daily tamnaken and “the com- 
pany, so long as the city permits 
or allows such competition to con- 
tinue, shall have the right and 
power to give such service within 
the city and ¢gharge such rates of 
fare therefor as the company, in 
its sole discretion, may desire or 
see fit to do.” 

At the public hearing this week 
one citizen advocated a policy of 
aggressive municipal control, equiv- 
alent to operation under a revoca- 
ble permit. 

“Let the city call the bluff of 
the traction owners,” he said. 
“They won't quit. Let us lay down 
the terms and conditions upon 
which they must operate or vacate 
the streets. They will come to 
terms, for they don't want to va- 
cate.” 

Municipal Ownership Plan. 

The municipal ownership group 
has figured that the city should 
buy the property for about $7,000,- 
000 to $8,000,060, make the needed 
improvements, obtaining the neces- 
Sary funds from bonds at 4 or 4% 
per cent, provide for non-political 
management, and give the people 
a service far superior to that now 
being given. 

The discussion attendant upon 
the Insull proposal has created 
widespread interest with the prob- 
ability that before the question is 
settled the public will have a far 
better understanding than now of 
the real meaning of franchises and 
the eagerness of utilities to acquire 
them for long periods—in this case 
for an indeterminate time, 2, neha 
lent to perpetuity.

The Ger- 
many right wing, under General 
Alexander von Kluck, checked by 
1 Joffre’s unexpected and tremen- 
dous counter-offensive, fell back 
upon the Aisne river on September 
10 and extended itself northward 
through Picardy, Artois and Fian- 
ders to the Belgian coast. Paris 
was saved and Joffre was ac- 
claimed ths hero of France. 
25,000 Miles of Trenches. 
After the battle of the Marne, 
the "Germans in the West took to 
the trenches and dug themselves 
in and then bégan four years of 
ra new type of warfare in which 
every death-dealing device and 
artifice’ of human ingenuity was 
employed. “Reconnaisance showed 
| that. at one time the trenches in 
| the Western, front consisted of 32 
pardilel lines which with the com- 
munication trenches, aggregated 
25,000 miles... Jéffre remarked: 
“We have only to keep to the path 
i} that we are now following to be 
sureiof ‘victory.” St 
Fom October, 1914, to July, 1918, 
however, the long entrenched bat- 
tle line from the coast to Switzer- 
land remained almost stationary, 
although numerous terrific at- 
tempts {6 break through were made 
by the Germans, notably in Flan- 
ders, at Ypres, in the Argonne, at 


La Fero toward Amiens, at Chemin 


Soissons and again at the Marne. 

Five of the greatest German 
drives failing, the allies found 
themselves in a position again to 
take the offensive in July, 1918, 
and the following October they 
smashed the'so-called ‘“‘Hindenburg 
Line,”’ cleared the Belgian coast 
and advanced, along the River 
Meuse, threatening all German 
communications and compelling the 
enemy to ask for the armistice, 
which’ was granted on Nov. 11, 
1918. 

Meanwhile, Joffre had retired 
from active command and had been 
created a Marshal of France. After 
the first battle of the Marne, oc- 

asional allied reverses cast a shad- 
Ow upon the glory of the great 
French soldier. He had aroused en- 
mities in the Chamber of Deputies 
by his dismissal of 14 Generals and 
his replacement of them by young- 
er commanders. Paris papers crit- 
icised him, notably for his transfer 
of Gen. M. P. E. Sarrail from the 
Argonne to a minor command in 
the Near East. Joffre himself was 
y63 and late in 1915 rumors arose 
regarding the plans to shelve him, 
Georges Clemenceau, who later 
became Premier, declared in his 
paper, 'Homme Enchaine, that the 
politicians were going to give Joffre 
“a high-sounding nominal appoint- 
ment which would have the prac- 
tical result of installing a new Com- 
mander in Chief: on the Western 
| front.” He asked: “Is the pro- 
posed new abpointment a favor giv- 
en because the French front affords 
insufficient scope to Gen. Joffre's 
abilities or is it a disgrace which | 
hides under the flowers a bowstring 
to paralyze our great tink deme in 
the niche of honor?” 

In 1916 Gen. Robert Nivelle suc- 
ceeded Joffre, after Premier Briand 
had announced the latter's appoint- 
ment as Commander in Chief of all 
the French annies except those in 
Africa. Briand explained: “The 
sole object of the extended powers 
of Gen. Joffre is to insure single- 
‘hess of direction in military opera.

Back in last century we find the 
trade unions and friendly socfeties 
pioneering insurance against unem- 
ployment. It was one of the big 
discoveries that the early organiz- 
ers made. They found they could 
get new members c..d hold trade 
societies together by helping their 
members in seeking employment 
and by making allowances to them 
in seasons of slack trade.@ There 
were no abuses under this system. 
The union leaders, stern guardians 
of the union treasury, saw to that 
So also did the union members, 
who had to work for the dollars 
and cents they contributed. 

The big safeguards then were a 
waiting period and rates of benefit 
insufficient for the subsistence of a 
family. In the waiting period the 
worker had to live on his own re- 
serves. That made him save 
against a rainy day and stopped 
him from looking on the union un- 
employment fund as a sort of rich 
uncle who would. pay his debts 
when he got in a mess.

The argument behind keeping 
the benefit rate under the family 
subsistence scale was to increas: 
the urge of the man to find work 
(some unions made a special trav- 
eling allowance to help their men 
look for work outside their home 
locality) and prevent him from 
dropping a wife and an uhlimited 
number of children onto the union 
fund, in which all were interested. 

In brief, the worker had to stand 
on his own feet. His fighting spirit 
was not undermined. His hard fiber 
was not softened. He was encour- 
aged to preserve his sense of -indi- 
vidual responsibility. His family 
were kept looking to him and not 
to any body behind him, a union or 
the state, for the meal ticket when 
the labor market failed in that - 
cality. 

The years between 1904 and 1908 
were slump years. The treasuries 
of the trades unions were gutted. 
Liberais—they look like conserva- 
tives now, but they were very radi- 
cal then, and Lloyd George was in 
his heyday, baiting the dukes and 
bringing in a peoples’ budget—-were 
in power. They wanted to get the 
state into the business which had 
so stimulated the growth of the 
trades unions. 

This unemployment insurance 
sounded socialistic. But when you 
got down to it with accountants 
and actuaries and examined the 
benefit records of the chief unions 
you found that the risk was meas- 
urable and could be insured against 
at a moderate premium like any 
other risk.

To understand the Treasury's in- 
come tax tables, it is necessary to 
know something of the law under 
which the tax is levied. Tl > reve- 
nue act now in effect requires a re- 
turn to be made by every person 
whose gross income for the calen- 
dar year preceding the return 
amounted to $5000 or. more, or 
whose net income amounted to (a) 
$1500 if single or if married, and 
not living with husband or wife, or 
(b) $3500 if married and living 
with husband or wife. 


Deductible Items. 


The gist of all this, in the sim- 


gle person or a married person 
living singly is entitled to a per- 
sonal exemption of $1500, while a 
married person living with husband 
or wife, may claim $3500. The lar- 
ger exemption may be claimed also 
by an unmarried person who can 
qualify as “head of a family.” In 
addition, the taxpayer is entitled to 
a credit of $400 for each person 
(other than husband or wife) un- 
der the age of 18, or incapable of 
self-support, who was receiving his 
or her chief support from the tax- 
payer on the last day of the taxa- 
ble year. 

There are various other provi- 
sions, but these are the essential 
ones on the subject of exemptions. 
They are clearly set out on the next 
income tax blank—that for the year 
1930. 

The taxpayer first puts down his 
gross income for the year—from 
salaries and wages; income from 
business or profession; rents and 
royalties; profits from the sale of. 
real estate, stocks and bonds; divi- 
dends, etc. He is then entitled to 
make certain specified deductions— 
for interest paid; taxes paid; losses 
by fire and storm; bad debts; con- 
tributions, etc. The amount re- 
maining after he has made his 
deductions is his statutory net in- 
come,

Nearly 98 per cent of the people of the United States, insofar 
as Federal taxation is concerned, are in the more deplorable of those 
two plights. That is to say, about 98 per cent have incomes which 
are so low as not to require a return to be made to the Federal 
Government, or which, if a return is madé, are non-taxable because 
the net income is exceeded by specific exemptions. 

The Treasury's Statistics of Income for the calendar year 1928, 
made public this week, show returns for that year totaling 4,070,-

More than one-one-hundredth of 
the amount, or $253,359,358, was 
reported by 26 persons having net 
incomes in excess of $5,000,000, 

To a very large extent, those 
who escaped paying any taxes on 
their reported net incomes did so 
by reason of their personal ex- 
emptions and credits for depend- 
ants, though in the $5000 to $6000 
bracket and upward the provision 
allowing deductions on account of 
net loss for prior year was also 
operative. Personal exemptions 
and.credits for dependents, for all 
brackets, amounted to $11,859,161,- 
174, of which $5,474,177,001 was in 
the class of tuntaxed incomes. Net 
less for prior year gave credits 
amounting to the comparatively 
smal] sum of $33,616,475.

Revival Dates Differ.

The diplomatic situation in Eue 
rope is not calculated to restore 
confidence unless there is a visible 
improvement soon in international 
relations.

In a previous letter I 
showed that, due to shallow draft, cur- 
rent and meandering channels, ton-mile 
costs on the rivers must be much greater 
than on the deep waters, and expressed 
coubt that river transport is cheaper 
than rail transport, 

This doubt is confirmed by the fact 
that, although a nine-foot channel has 
existed in the Mississippi, as far up as 
St. Louis, for many years, no volume of 
shipping of any consequence has de- 
veloped. ‘ 

Apparently, 1f the rivers have any ad- 
vantage over the railroads in movement 
comt, it is Offset by the ability of the 
raitroads to set their cars on shippers’ 
‘Sidings, or convenient team tracks, and 
AO move the freight with no rehandling 
in transit. I refer here to the kind of 
traffic which moves in solid carioads, 
the kind that water carriers are sup- 
* posed to be able to handle to advantage. 

“Cub Pilot” says that boats move with 
less friction than railroad cars. But 
other factors, including speed, affect 
transportation costs. The friction of a 
boat is proportional to the square of the 
speed, while the friction of a railroad car 
is constant at ordinary speeds. In order 
to keep the friction from becoming ex- 
cessive, a boat must move at moderate 
speed, seldom over 10 miles per hour for 
freighters, while a railroad freight train 
van make 30 or 40 miles per hour with- 
out excessive friction, A big deep-draft 
ship can overcome this handicap in 
speed because of its low friction per ton, 
but the shoal-draft river boat is less fa- 
vorably situated. 

“Cub Pilot” produces figures to show 
that certain river boats can move a tre- 
mendcus tonnage at a very low cost per 
ton mile. Then why don’t they do it? 

In the light of the evidence at hand, 
my view is that meandering, current- 
ridden rivers, deep enough only for 
boats of eight-foot draft, are practically 
worthless for cheap transportation. The 
Government engineers should bo asked 
to estimate the cost of a genuine ship- 
way from Lake Michigan fo the Gulf of 
Mexico, following the llinols and Mis- 
sissippi Valleys, If this cost appears ex- 
cessive, the rivers should be looked on 
as drainage ways, useful only for such 
transportation as can utilize them i

THE FLAWS IN OUR DEMOCRACY. 


The Treasury : on personal and corporation 


income taxes, 
wealth in the hands of the few, exposes 


celeration. The number of those who paid taxes on 
incomes of over $5,000,000 more than doubled from 
1927 to 1928. They rose from 11 to 26. The number 
of individual fortunes paying taxes on incomes from 
$1,000,000 up practically doubled in every class in 
that year. These 511 billionaires are only .018 per 
cent of the 4,070,851 persons making Federal income 
tax returns, yet their income returns represent, 4.4 
per cent of the aggregate reported incomes, Taking 
all the returned incomes from $50,000 up, 1 per cent 
of the tax payers had 25 per cent of the earned in- 
come. These were about 43,000 citizens out of 120,- 
000,000. The number of mere millionaires in 1928 
was 15,977, nearly seven times the total of 1921. 

Many who made returns on income paid no tax, 
on account of exemptions, but it is apparent that not 
more than 3 per cent of the total population had suf- 
ficient incomes to pay the tax, The mass of income 
tax payers paid on salaries and wages, but the few 
in the higher brackets paid out pf the interest and 
dividends of accumulated wealth. 

The significance of the report lies in the evidence 
of the rapid concentration of wealth, the vast ac- 
cumulation of wealth in the hands of an extremely 
small percentage of the people. The figures are the 
more startling in this period of depression when we 
have a few thousand billionaires and millionaires in 
contrast with about 5,000,000 unemployed, without the 
means of subsistence. In the period of prosperity, 
with large numbers even then of unemployed work- 
men, the great corporations of the country paid enor- 
mous dividends in cash and stock to the few men who 
control the country’s resources, finances, industries 
and commercial enterprises. In the richest country 
on earth, with a surplus of food, a surplus of clothing 
and of all the necessaries of life, we have millions 
on the edge of starvation, without the means to buy 
any of those necessaries. 

Surely this is not the goa] of that democracy in 
the vision of the fathers who founded the Republic. 
They foresaw a free constitutional government in 
which the rights of all would be carefully guarded 
and not equal wealth but equal opportunity would be 
assured to every citizen. 

What is the cause of these startling contrasts in 
the economic life of the people? What cause can 
there be but privilege and advantage? Freedom of 
the individual, freedom to work out: his own well- 
being, his own fortune without injury to others, 
served admirably to build up the greatness and the 
wealth of the United States. But individualism has 
run riot under laws favoring the grabbing and mo- 
nopolizing of the country’s resources and the exploi- 
tation of the people through privilege, until we have 
reached intolerable conditions, with the privileged 
few possessing nearly all the wealth of the country 
and the unprivileged many subject to their economic 
will. We have the billionaire rioting in wasteful ex- 
penditure at the top, and a growing number of the 
completely dispossessed at the bottom. 

More disheartening than the contrast presented by 
the figures we have quoted is the apparent utter lack 
of a realization of the destructive drift in our eco- 
nomic life by the public men intrusted with the con- 
trol of the Government. There is little evidence ex- 
cept on the part of a very few of any alarm at the 
drift or any recognition of the necessity of correcting 
fundamental causes of the distress of the many. In- 
stead of reducing privileges that enrich the few, the 
controlling majority in Congress, with the approval 
of the President, has increased them. Legalized rob- 
bery through tariff taxes has been raised to a peak 
of privilege. The great corporate trusts controlling 
the country’s resources, their distribution and their 
price, have a free hand to exploit the unprotected 
public. A new trust, striving to control practically 
the last of our resources, the Power Trust, is in the 
saddle, with excellent chances of achieving its greedy 
ends. 

Expediency seems to be the end and aim of the 
dominating element in control at Washington. Im- 
mediate relief for the distressed starving millions, 
mostly futile, by the expenditure of public money and 
the increase of taxes, is the only method of meeting 
the situation that appeals to the Government. Let us 
feed the hungry till we muddle through this depres- 
sion, and trust to luck for the future, seems to be the 
rule of governmental conduct. The vital things that 
have caused it and that are constantly growing worse 
are ignored. : 

Even in the international field conditions which 
contribute to our own distress are ignored. We close 
foreign markets by our tariff legislation for the bene- 
fit of the greedy few, and we try to squeeze war 
debts out of impoverished peoples on the verge of 
bankruptcy. There is no enlightened leadership, no 
progressive ideals or policies suggested, no thought 
of fundamental remedies which touch the vitals of 
economic evils, on the part of those who are in a 
position to undertake leadership. 

We are not attacking our economic system, but 
we are arraigning those who are responsible for the 
flaws it has developed and who do not try to correct 
them. We are in mortal terror of agitation against 
the system, but do nothing to remove the causes of 
the agitation. We resort to force to suppress revo- 
lutionary utterances, and even free speech, without 
attempting to correct the abuses that provoke such 
utterances. 

How long can our democratic and economic sys- 
tem survive under this drifting, cowardly, stupid

any newspaper to protect the people of its state from 
exploitation by public utility corporations.

The Detroit News had the satisfaction 
of helping to render this good service to the people 
of Detroit, from which franchise grabbers have been 
excluded for yeara. The coming of natural gas in 
Missouri has served to bring this matter to the front 
all over the State.

DR. LIPPMANN’S TESTIMONY. 

Dr. Gustave Lippmann makes an interesting com- 
mentary on the economic geography of St. Louis in 
the magazine section of today’s Pést-Dispatch. Com- 
menting on the Hoover Child Welfare Conference, he 
says, “The root of the problem is economic ... It 
is so plain here in St. Louis. West of Grand boule- 
vard the child can stand quite a bit, what with bet- 
ter air, more sunlight, better sleeping quarters, more 
play space. East of Grand—in the crowded quarters, 
I mean-—he can stand much less—an attack of whoop- 
ing cough and the child dies.” This is the testimony 
of a child specialist with nearly 40 years of experi- 
ence among the children of the rich and the poor. 

It is obvious facts such as this that Dr. Lipp 
mann insists we should not overlook in a program of 
child welfare. To face such facts squarely means, in 
Dr. Lippmann’s opinion, the recognition of the neces- 
sity of certain economic adjustments along the line 
of Vienna’s co-operative housing projects and the suc- 
cessful experiments in co-operative endeavor being 
undertaken in Denmark and Sweden. This clear and 
realistic perspective is particularly welcome at a 
time when it has been necessary to resort to every 
variety of makeshift relief in order that actual suf- 
fering and want shall be prevented. 
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MARSHAL JOFFRE. : 

Marshal Joffre, who had had complete authority 
over the French army since 1911, became its Com- 
mander in Chief on Aug. 5, 1914, two days after 
Germany declared war. For a month it seemed as 
though the Germans were about to repeat the his- 
tory of 1870, sweep aside the French resistance and 
march into Paris. As a boy, Joffre participated 
in the defense of Paris. As a greying veteran, he 
was again playing the role. When he failed to 
turn the German flank and was obliged to with- 
draw his left wing, his enemies—and they were 
numerous—began the long campaign for his removal. 
On Sept. 6, Joffre rallied his fading forces and drove 
the Germans from the Marne to the Aisne. That 
was the first decisive check to the German drive 
and Joffre became “the hero of the Marne.” 

Joffre’s part in the victory was searchingly ques 
tioned, however, and his critics continued to de- 
mand his head. The war was going none too well. 
While the French had beat back the German push on 
the Yser, they themselves were unable to pierce the 
enemy line, The break in Joffre’s power came after 
the battle of Verdun in 1916. In December, 1915, 
Joffre had been questioned by the ministry as to 
the adequacy of the fortifications at that key point 
and Joffre, always jealous of his authority and hos- 
tile to any interference, lost his temper and offered to 
resign.

HE international situation of Western 
T Europe is today worse than at any mo- 

ment since the evacuation of the Ruhr 
—one might even say since the armistice, 
because the difficulties of the early post- 
war years were always lightened by the 
knowledge that the war mentality would 
pass away in time. 

It was thought that a new chapter 
would indeed open with the signing of the 
Locarno treaty and the entry of Germany 
into the League. That hope has been dis- 
appointed, and ewen the withdrawal of the 
last soldier from the Rhineland has left 
a situation which is profoundly disquieting. 
With the healing of the worst sores it has 
perhaps become even clearer that a pos- 
sible basis of permanent peace has not yet 
been found, that there is no sufficient ac- 
cord on fundamentals. 

There is still the fatal gulf to be bridged 
between a dictated peace and @ peace of 
concord, and the gulf between these two 
conceptions yawns more visibly and there- 
fore more dangerously than it did. There 
is, perhaps, not a great number of years 
in which constructive bridge-making will 
still be possible. But our architects of 
peace at Geneva appear to know nothing 
of all this. They think, it seems, that they 
have all eternity in which to disband one 
soldier or redress one political wrong. 


Disarmament and the treatment of mi- 
norities by the victor states are the two 
questions by which the sincerity and worth 
of the Council of the League of Nations 
must in the next few months be judged. 
The result depends upon Great Britain 
more than upon any ether Power, because 
she is on the whole the most disinterested. 
But our representatives have hitherto 
shown themselves wholly unwilling to as- 
sume responsibilities which have, perforce 
and most disastrously, been: discharged by 
Germany. We have made Germans feel 
that they have nobody but themselves to 
look to on the Council of the League for 
the enforcement of their rights. The strong- 
est possible encouragement has thus been 
given to German Nationalist. anti-treaty 
and anti-League sentiment. Hitleriem is a 
product of Geneva.

Observation on anomalies* by 
Blanesburgh committee of inveésti- 
gation: A man has a daily job 
and adds to his earnings by doing 
portering or taking on a night job 
as a cinema attendant. He loses 
his regular job and is entitled to 
draw the dole while going on with 
his spare-time job. But if, jobless, 
he takes on any odd job that comes 
his way and declares it he loses 
his dole. Hence, losing his regular 
work he is encouraged to keep 
away from odd jobs (if they are 
likely to be found out) and be- 
comes a regular dole drawer. 


Insight into collusion: A small 
employer says to a jobless man: 
“Here, you do a bit of work for me. 
I'll pay you $3 a week officially 
and slip you anotker $3. Then you 
can declare you are earning under 
$5 a week on a casual part-time 
job and draw your dole.” This suits 
both worker,and petty employer, 
the latter getting a part-time maz 
to work for $6 a week plus the 
dole, instead of having to pay a 
man $10 or more for what would 
be a regular job. 

Note for sociologists and mor- 
alists; During the war the British 
War Office paid army separation 
allowances to “a female person” 
living with a soldier as his wife. 
This practice dropped after the 
war. But the Labor Ministry picked 
it up and applied it to unemploy- 
ment insurance, The union has to 
be on a bona fide domestic basis. 
Until the Blanesburgh committee 
overhauled the system two years 
back, the female person aforesaid 
was not required to qualify by act- 
ing as housekeeper or as a mother 
to the man’s children as well as 
discharging the functions of a mis- 
tress. Now she has to so qualify. 

These are odds and ends. In the 
broad field of getting rid of unem- 
ployment itself the dole puts on 
brakes and, operating under a rad- 
ical free-trade regime, tends to 
perpetuate an economic system 
which makes unemployment. Low 
cost of living, gained by opening 
the home market to dumping and 
the products of slave labor, mat- 
ters more than setting men to work, 
This ironic#l paradox can best be 
illustrated by quoting a passage 
from the last debate on unemploy- 
ment in the British Parliament: 

“To make the position still worse 
(it is a Tory critic speaking, but 
Oswald Mosley, J. H. Thomas and 
a bunch of other protectionist la- 
bor men echo him) the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer the other day re- 
moved duties from industries 
which were gradually picking up. 
The workers in these industries ap- 
pealed to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer not to do this, and the 
trades union representatives inter- 
ested in those particular industries

complish nothing by force. They 
are just strong enough to make 
any attack upon them an un- 
profitable speculation and that is 
all they can hope for in their 
present condition of offensive im- 
potence. 
_ These are reasons why in British 
circles no one believes in the pos- 
sibility of imminent war. The 
continental answer to us is that 
neither did we credit the possibil- 
ity of war in July, 1914. That JI 
admit is a good debating answer— 
but no more. The men of 1914 
had no idea what war meant—the 
men of 1930 know too well what it 
means in horror and destruction, 
and also in taxation and impover- 
ishment for the victors and van- 
quished alike. There will not be 
another great war just yet, in spite 
of all the ominous rumblings. But 
from the standpoint of the trader 
and the financier the fear of war 
is almost as bad. It rattles busi- 
ness. There is no confidence. The 
financier will not lend except on 
short loans. The trader will not 
buy except from hand to mouth. 
There are two services 1931 can 
render to the world. It can thaw 
credit and it can put an end to all 
this silly talk about war. If it 
succeeds in these two objects, then 
Christmas in 1931 will be a festival 
of undimmed good cheer.

St. Louis Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. Counsel Digs Up Omitted 
Section of 1869. 


on 


The. discovery by counsel, Lam- 
bert Walther, of a long-forgotten 
Missouri law enacted in 1569, has 


enabled the St. Louis tual Life 
Insurance Co., the oldest life in- 
surance company chartered in this 
State and the last one operating 
under a special legislative grant of 
1857, to be reincorporated under 
‘the general laws of Missouri, __ 
The company, handicapped by 
restrictions of a local character in 
its special charter, had been seek- 
tng reincorporation under the gen- 
eral law to permit expansion and 
more favorable competition with 
companies in other states. In the 
absence of express statutory .au- 
thority, however, the reorganiza- 
tion could not be effected except 


‘by tnanimous consent of the pol- 


icy-holders, a procedure obviously 
inpracticalble. 

Its special charter, granted upon 
its organization as the German Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. in 1857, 
required that all members of the 
board of trustees be residents of 
St. Louis County, which then  in- 
cluded St. Louis, and limited real 
estate mortgages tc Missouri lands. 
When in 1869 the Legislature de- 
creed that all companies had there- 
after to be incorporated undér 
general law, the incorporators of 


the German Mutual company chose |», 


to retain their special charter. As 
the insurance business in Missouri 
expanded beyond the dreams of 
these men, however, their charter 
became a liability rather than an 
asset. 

Then last March Walther found 
that the provisions of the 1869 Jaw 
had been omitted in the code of 
1879 and subsequent revisions, ap- 
parently through inadvertence. In- 
surance Commissioner Joseph 
Thompson rendered an opinion 
that the omitted sections of the old 
law were still in force in the ab- 
sence of repeal either expressly or 
by implication.

U. S. to Demand $48,943 of 
Surety Company Holding 
Bond for $50,000. - 


A total of $48,943 belonging to 
various bankrupt estates in the 
Bastern Federal District of Illinois, 
on deposit in the Merchants State 
Bank of Centralia, Ill., when it 
failed to open its doors on Dec. 17, 
will be demanded of a surety com- 
pany with which the trustee’s funds 
were protectéd by bond to the ex- 


tent of $50, 
Referee in Bankruptcy Walter 


Grant said yesterday that the cred- 
itors of the bankrupt estates would 
not lose a cent through the bank’s 
failure. 

“It was a fortunate circumstance, 
however,” Grant said, “that saved 
the estates from partial loss. Fed- 


dered the maximum amount of de- 
posits in the bank to be $50,000. 

“About three weeks before the 
bank’s failure, Federal Judge Fred 
L. Wham ordered a deposit of ap- 
proximately $22,600 to be placed in 


from a receiver's sale of the Leaf 
Garment Co., which was held in 
Judge Wham’s office at Centralia. 
He; ordered the funds to the near- 
est. designated depository which 
brought the total to $59,643. Judge 
Wham had no knowledge of the 
amount already in the bank or of 
the maximum ordered.

“Fortunately, a few days before 
the bank’s failure I authorized pay- 
ment of creditors’ claims in the 
Daniel E. Rose estate for $190,700, 
which was also on deposit in the 
Merchants State. All these checks 
cleared before the failure, except 
ene, bringing the balance of depos- 
its under the amount of the surety

Judge Wham said over the tele- 
phone at Centralia that Grant's ac- 
count was correct, except that there 
were other bonds which would 
have covered a certain amount in 


j excess of $50,000 loss to the trus-

The Merchants’ State Bank of 
Centralia was one of the banks in 
which trustee’s funds were deposit- 
ed under Federal Judge George W. 
English, who resigned under 
charges of impeachment, one 
charge concerning the placing of 
trustee’s funds to the advantage of 
members of his family.

Firm’s Loss in First Half of 1930 
$2,651,822; Depression Given 
as Oause,

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—The ap- 


pointment of a receiver for’ the 
Fisk Rubber Co. in Boston today 
followed an ineffectual effort to 
weather the effects of the general 


business depression and the drastic 
decline in rubber and cotton prices 
which demoralized the tire indus- 
try. € 
Reorganization had been sug- 
gested by H. T. Dunn, president of 
the company, and committees had 
been formed representing holders 
of various securities who -were in- 
vited to help formulate a plan 
which would maintain the com- 
pany’s position in the industry and 
restore its credit and earning pow- 
er. 
. The concern’s working capital 
was depleted to such an extent 
that, it announced, it was imprac- 
ticable to refund at maturity Jan. 
1, 1931, $8,199,500 of 5% per cent 
notes outstanding. Various econo- 
mies were effected during the 
year, two of the fabric plants were 
closed and the tire manufacturing 
plant at Cudahy, Wis., was closed. 
The company’s net loss during 
the first six months of 1930 
amounted to $2,651,822, after 
$796,920 was written off for crude 
materials and reserves against a

Moench’s revolver was found in 
his pocket fully loaded.

ports. 
The total for December was 
2525, against 2037 for the corre- 


sponding month of 1929. 

An accentuation of the untdesual- 
ly high commercial mortality dur- 
ing December was not unexpected, 
the review says, for even in settled 
times the closing month of a year 
invariably is marked by an upturn 
in the insolvency totels. 

The tota: of 20,355 defaults 
1930 was unparaileled, and in no 
preceding Decen.ber has the num- 
ber of failures equaled the 2626 
reported last month Moreover, last 
mionth’s indebtedness of $383,683,- 
361 also was the largest on rec- 
ord, and only once before, in 
March, 1924, has the amount been 
exceeded.

“The board told the committee it 
did not wish to see a rise at this 
time, on the other hand it wanted 
to keep it low so it could be within 
reach of the buying public during 
depressed times; that it desired to 
see wheat kept low so that it would 
be economically possible to be fed 
to livestock, instead of corn. 

“The only reason given by the 
board for not desiring a wheat ad- 
vance at this time is that the board 
has under contract * 100,000,000 
bushels and if wheat advances the 
owners will begin making delivere 
jes and flood Chicago, The board 
says it has insufficient storage to 
care for wheat and is opposed to 
any policy serving to bring about 
actual delivery.

And as 
he gradually went higher and high- 
er in a financial way—I mean as 
he fought for bigger and bigger 
purses, so his training camp took 
on a more conservative atmos- 
phere, until at the finish even 
Dempsey’s camp was in the nature 
of being sort of a morgue. 

Tunney went Jack one better by 
inaugurating the high-falutin’ coun- 
try-club idea in training camps. All 
this swell stuff is reserved only for 
the champions. But more and more 
the training camp has followed the 
general trend of the game, until 
now it too is on a strictly commer- 
cial basis. You go there and you 
pay your admission money to see 
the fighter go through his workout. 
Even the poor palookas and ham- 
and-beaners who train in the vari- 
Ous gyms scattered throughout the 
city are put on exhibition by the 
proprietors of these gyms, and it 
costs the ordinary spectator any- 
where from a quarter to half a 
buck to go in and watch the ani- 
mails at work.

THE ART OF SOCCER FOOTBALL

Ideal Shot Is One That 
Does Not Go Up in Air, 
but Rising Ball Is Most 
Difficult to Save. 


By Andy Wilson. 
Of Scotland and Chelsea, 
No, 11. 
I have promised to go into some 
detail with regard to shooting, and 
this seems the best time to do it. 
I have already talked. about the 
center forward position, and, be- 
cause shooting most conc®rns the 
player in this role, I hope the two 
lessons will be taken together. 
I have outlined the general idea 
—toe down and heel up. That, of 
course, is the first rule to master. 
The ideal shot is the one that does 
not go up in the air; but the rising 
shot is most difficult to save. To 
1 ake the ball rise, yet prevent it 
from going over the cross bar, is, 
of course, no easy maiter. The 
whole secret, however, lies in the 
swing of the foot. 
The ball, I am presuming, is not 
“dead.” You are running on to it. 
You have to aim, you have to get 
power, and you have to keep the 
ball low. First of all we will take 
power. With a ball that is not 
dead you cannot take your foot far 
back. In fact, in swinging you al- 
most stab at the ball. 
But, in stabbing, do not be con- 
tent to stop your foot immediate- 
ly it has connected with the ball. If 
you do, it is certain tha., before 
your foot touches the ball, it will 
be stopping and you will lose pow- 
er.

Public’ and institutional build- 
ings dropped only slightly in vol- 
ume ‘in 1930 and are likely to 
maintain approximately equal vol- 
ume in 19381. Public works and 
utilities projects (mainly civil en-. 
gineering work) increased 15 per 
cent in 1930, reaching the largest 
total volume on record. The big 
let in the first half of the year 
on projects that had already been 
planned. 

While there are still many 
planned prospects and many im- 
portant needs to be served by in- 
creased activity of this sort, the 
reasonable expectation seems to be 
against another record-breaking 
volume in 1931. It must be said, 
however, that extraordinary vigor 
and speed on the part of public 
officials might conceivably give the 
country a public works program in 
1931 equal to or even larger than 
that of 1930. 

Beginnings of Recovery. 

Even though the _ indications 
seem to point to total construction 
volume a little under that of 1939 
or at best equal that of 1930, this 
analysis. does indicate real begin- 
nings of recovery and preparation 
for a wholesome period of expan- 
sion in 1932 and after. It is also 
possible, of course, that recovery 
may come a little faster than an- 
ticipated once it gets started. 

For all kinds of building an! 
engineering work, large and small, 
private and public, the American 
people spent approximately $70,- 
000,000,000 in the decade 1920- 
1929. Population, community re- 
quirements, social. and economic 
activities have continued to in- 
crease and will, so far as any one 
ean tell, increase. further in the 
decade 1930-1939. New industries, 
new forms of social and economic 
‘organizations are likely’ to § arise, 
each of which will require some 
characteristic. new types of struc- 
tures. Building and engineering 
activity will revive, as.they always 
have, and will continue to increase 
so long as America grows. 

But if we look back at the amaz- 
ing decade 1920-1929, we will see 
that only $27,000,000,000 of its 
$70,000,000,000 construction total 
was spent in the first half of the 
decade (1920-1924), when rae 
was a shortage to be filled, 
$43,000,000,000 were spent in "he 
succeeding five years (1926-1929) 
after the actual shortage had been 
filled. So powerful was the credit 
stimulant that was administered to 
the building industry during the 
years 1925-1928, and so persistently 
successful were its results during 
those four years that practically 


every one accepted the theory at 


credit had enabled American pros- 
perity to lift itself by its own boot- 


‘straps to permanent dizzy heights. 


Two Years for Readjustment. 

Under these circumstances it is 
not entirely surprising that two 
years (1930 and 1931) may be re- 
quired for a complete readjustment 
of the building industry. Appar- 
ently it took all of 1930 to deflate 
several fallacies almost universally 
held at.the opening of the year: 
(1) That the recession would be 
short lived, that recovery would 
come by the middle of 1930 and 
that boom activity. could be 
reached again within a compara- 
tively. short time. (2) That vari- 
ous kinds of financial stimulants 
could revive the building business, 
prostrate from financial overstim- 
ulation. (3) That the Federal Gov- 
ernment, generally considered by 
business men as unable to conduct 
business activities as efficiently as 
private enterprise, could by fiat, by 
conferences and by spending tax- 
payers’ money, contribute leader- 
ship to the revival of an industry 
sick from speculative excesses. 

It now becomes apparent that 
our recent building boom over-an- 
ticipated building-market require- 
ments very considerably and that 
it may take until 1933 or 1934 to 
reach again a volume of construc- 
tion equal to the average annual 
volume of the 1925-1928 era; that 
the building industry is another 
American indusiry that finds itself 
today with. a. considerably larger 
productive capacity than it can 
keep fully employed in the near 
future. 

Realization Will Help. 

Realization of these facts as 1931. 
opens and necessary readjustment 
of the building industry’s ideas 
and, methods on this new basis will 
constitute: real progress. : 

Such realization will open up 
real opportunities—not opportu- 
nities to make money, but oppor- 
tunities for unification of diverse 
interests within the industry, im- 
proved technology, economies in 
construction methods and ‘uses of 
materials, in. selling and financing, 
perhaps even some system of pro- 
duction control, some kind of vol- 
untary regulation of speculative 
activities that may help to stabfl- 
ize the business. 

The new decade probably offers 
to the building industry bigger op- 
portunities for achievement, for 
service.to the American people, and 
for increased profits—than any 
previous era. 

The opportunities of 1931. are 
the opportunities for the building 
industry to put its house in order, 
to modernize its processes through 
and through and prove its capacity 
to do a sounder construction job in 
the new decade than it did in the

and sounds at a rate of speed too swift for the human mind 
It is the architecture of space, built by 
the scientists and engineers of the past half century. 

On the night when Lee De’ Forest was made president 
of the Institute of Radio Engineers, his inaugural address 
contained a few ideas that caught the attention of the press. 
De Forest declared that ‘‘the present all too marked tend- 
ency of the broadcast chains and of many individual sta- 
tions to lower their bars to the greed of direct advertising 
will rapidly sap the life-blood of this magnificent new means 
of contact which we engineers have so laboriously toiled to

Just sixteen days later came the 
answer to De Forest’s question in the 
form of well-nigh perfect transmission 
of the opening ceremonies of the Lon- 

don Naval Conference te every part 
of the United States. It was much 
more than a feat of radio broadcast- 
ing. It was also a great public serv- 
ice, rendered freely and for its own 
sake——a service which brought the na- 
tions of the world closer together and 
furthered the cause of universal peace. 
Those who rose early one morning in 
January of last year, and listened to 
voices of the King of England, the 
Premiers of Britain and France, the 
American Secretary of State, the rep- 


resentative of Italy and a former Pre- 


mier of Japan, coming all the way 
from the House of Lords in London, 
felt a certain eerie sense of being 
in on a drama of international scope, 
of being there to listen as the four 
corners of the earth drew closer to- 
wether. 

It is interesting to know that this 
Parliament of Man made its first 


praetical appearance before the mul- 
titudes of the world not through 
the strategies oof statesmen but 


through the quiet work of the scien- 
tist in the form of small tubes hidden 
in your radio receiving sets, the ‘‘audi- 
ons'' of Lee De Forest. 

— OR if these sets that brought 
|- in the voice of King George 

from far out in the world 
could have been opened it would have 
been possible to watch a‘ series of tiny 
tubes, delicately built and fragile, 
“acting upon” the King's words exact- 
ly as the microscope acts upon solid 
matter. In the case of the microscope 
we look through and see what, a min- 
ute ago, was not there to see; in the 
case of the audion we listen and hear 
sounds where all before was silent. 
Doctor De Forest, listening to the 
clear concise words of the King of En- 
gland, felt that his contribution to 
radio ‘had been used to the purpose 
for which he intended ‘it. 

And all in the space of 50 years. 
De Forest himself is only fifty-six 
years old, yet when he was born, 1874, 
America was, scientifically speaking, 
a stiff, dead land. The small town 
of his childhood, Talladega, Alabama, 
had a kind of fierce monotony. It 


had bleak houses lighted with gas 
jets; dark rooms fitted with horse- 
hair furniture, and vases of rose 


leaves saved from some favorite fu- 
neral. Outside lay crooked streets of 
mud or cobblestone. A child, thirst- 
ing for excitement, could go and look 
at the Bingham steam saw mill, the 
municipal water pumping plant, the 
cotton gin and press, or await the 
daily arrival of the train at the rail- 
way station. Them there were prayers 
and bed, and the day was done. 

De Forest traces his interest in in- 
vention to a kind of feverish longing 
for things to do, excitement, toys. It 
was impossible to buy a manufactured 
toy in Talladega. Those possessed by 
the children of the walthy had to be 
shipped. on from the East, a costly 
business, and ihe De Forest family

He was an ugly lop-eared little boy, 
lonely and tough. The outside world 
frightened him. No wonder. There 
were only two high lights in the whole 
of his childhood in Talladega. Once 
his father took him down to a newspa- 
per office where a kind man who 
smiled at him seemed to be turning 
a crank on a little machine. His fa- 
ther held a tube or ear trumpet in 
Lee's ear and as the kind man 
turned the crank a queer kind of a 
voice spoke to the child. He was deep- 
ly impressed. No there was not a 
man concealed beneath the _ table. 
The voice came from the machine. 
It was a replica of the first Edison

tinfoil phonograph, -and the _ excite- 
ment of having seen and heard it 
made bearable the long rainy days 
that were to come.

HE boy explained to his father 
that the fundamental nattral 
laws of electricity had been 
discovered by Faraday and Maxwell 
and other great investigators § in 
the realm of pure physics and mathe- 
matics. He had read about them. He 
himself hoped to learn all there was 
to learn of this fascinating giant, elec- 
tricity, and perhaps some day to in- 
vent a machine for controlling its un- 
canny power. It was the word ‘‘in- 
vent’’ that ended the conversation. If 
De Forest intended to do anything so 
absurd, his father had nothing further 
to say.

Hummock 


This is the seventh installment of 
the official story of Andree and his 
associates, Strindberg and Fraenkel, 
who perished in the first attempt to 
reach the North Pole by air. 


A Narrative Reconstructed From the 
Diaries of S. A. Andree and Nils 
Strindberg by Professor Hans W. 
Ahlmann, Professor of Geography, 
University of Stockholm. 


i OP FTER the decision 


that determined 
the future of the 
expedition. which 
came during the 
night between the 
3rd and 4th of 
. August, Andree 
and his companions 
rose about 1:30 p. 
m., after enjoying a most necessary 
sleep. 

Now the expedition stands face to 
face with a new phase of its existehce. 

Half an hour after rising, the party 
breakfasts on bear beef, hard bread, 
lactoserin-cocoa and biscuits. Then 
they break camp, for the first time 
directing their steps towards the Sev- 
en Islands, the course lying S. 40 ‘de- 
grees W. 

This day, too, is a bad one. An- 
dree makes a number of notes re- 
specting the thickness of the ice, 
which is given as 3.46 feet and he 
takes a sample of algae from the foot 
of the ice. The members of the ex- 
pedition also notice that the easiest 
crossings over the leads are by the 
highest hummocks, the edges of the 
lead there being nearest to each other. 

Naturally, these bridges are fear- 
ful, says Andree, but still, they are 
bridges. Broad channels without an 
ice floe but with heaped-up edges are 
the worst, and they are mentioned in 
connection with a hearty expletive. 
fut if there is no fog, ther can man- 
age. 

After six hours’ march the three 
men take a plain dinner of biscuits, 
butter and cheese, besides snow water. 
For a further six hours they battle on- 
ward, then pitch camp and take sup- 
per. It is 4 a. m. on August 5th. 

After this poor meal a complete in- 
ventory is made of the provisions they 
still have left. 

“The result of the stock taking 
shows,’ writes Andree, ‘‘that we must 
be careful, especially with the bread.’’ 

During the day the temperature has 
fallen to 28.1 F. ‘“‘The temperature 
is falling still lower, and each degree, 
makes us creep deeper down into the 
sleeping sack,’’ wrote Andree.

the tent. They take breakfast: 
mixed bear meat (ribs, chops, kidney), 
bread (\% piece), coffee and biscuits. 

The start is 8:30 p. m., with the 
same course as the former day. Some 
drops of rain fall. 

During the early part of the night 
the expedition makes its way among 
greatly divided ice. The pools of fresh 
water and leads are numerous. After 
the low temperature of the night, new 
ice seems to have been formed on the 
former. ‘‘Glargsee ice flop,’' Andree 
calls them. 

Difficulties are great in this cruis- 
ing among the floes and all this water. 
On some occasions they have to creep 
‘on all fours today as in the spring of 
our youth.” 

Because of the ice being scattered 
and of the great amount of water, ani- 
mal life is fairly rich. Large seals 
have crept up onto the ice, where, too, 
there are many bear tracks, fulmars 
and a Re & gull. 

Eight hours after the start they 
take a dinner which is as Spartan as 
that of the day before, being only bis- 
cuit, butter and bread in very scanty 
quantities. 

The most remarkable thing during 
the day, however, was probably their 
four hours’ long rafting across a lead 
about one mile wide. After this exer- 
tion of strength, the bold men are re- 
warded by having better ice and, to- 
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ward’ the morning of August 6th, ex- 
cellent ice. 

‘‘Paradise,’’ writes Andree, ‘‘large, 
level ice floes with fresh water pools 
full of syrup and water, with here and 
there a young Polar bear with tender 
meat.”’ 

On August 6th, at 9 o’clock and 
after 15 hours’ labor, supper is taken 
with approximately the same bill of 
fare as that for the preceding day— 
then comes rest. 

Toward the evening of August 6th 
they are afoot once more. Fraenkel 
takes his meteorological observations. 
The sky is covered with clouds, and 
it is mild, 34.1 F. The wind has un- 
fortunately swung round from north- 
erly ‘to the south-southwest. At 9 
o’clock breakfast is served. After a 
touple more hours’ everything is 
ready, and they set off with the 
sledges. 


HE ice is excellent, with large 

level floes and many but easy 

crossings. ‘‘What joy when 

the needle pointed across a level of 

some hundred yards,’’ Andree notes. 

The snow on the ice is troublesome, 

however, for it is granulated like 

sugar, their feet glide and _ they 

easily slip, while the sledges cut deep 
into the snow. 

But they are not altogether spared 
hummocks, for one large one, at least, 
running northwest tas to be crossed. 
When the sledges make dreadful som- 
ersaults here, Fraenkel remarks that 
“the journey could not be called alto- 
gether hop-e-less.;”’. 

A new difficulty arises, too, by the 
leads altering while the expedition is 
crossing them. Two Ross gulls show 
themselves during the day, but they 
are shy. They only once come near 
the party and then fly away. 

Dintier—if one may give that name 
to the small rations of bread, biscuits, 
butter and water, which are regularly 
eaten after the first six hours’ wan- 
dering, is enjoyed at 5 a. m., August 
7th. The chief meal of the day, sup- 
per, consisting of 2.2 pounds bear's 
meat, pea puree (Stauffer), bread and 
biscuits, is served at 11 o'clock. 

Andree considers that they have 
traveled the longest distance hitherto 
covered, probably not less than about 
3.5 miles, ‘“‘but,”’ be adds, “the wind 
is right against us and has probably 
driven us just as far back.’’

It is ex- 
tremely fatiguing for the pullers; the 
snow, especially, is difficult but ‘for 
the sledges the going is-not difficult, 
for the snow supports them and the 
sweet water leads were often not so 
very sweet to cross.”’ 

Fraenkel is attacked by diarrhea for -~ 
‘the second time and is depressed both 
in body and soul. Andree gives him 
opium, and both Andree himself and 
Strindberg are tired out. 

A skva was visible, and a “fine, 
beautiful bear approached us, but fled 
before we had a chance to shoot. This 
was a great grief for us and a 
pity, too, for soon we shall have 
no more bear’s meat left. Strind- 
berg and Fraenkel went after him, but 
in vain,”’ 

Strindberg’s gun was out of order, 
and they had several hours’ work get- 
ting it right again. ‘Its mechanism 
is dreadfully, carelessly constructed,’’ 
remarks Andree. 

They have been awake and at work 
for eighteen hours when, at 7 p. m., 
they creep into their sleeping sacks.

These men—the 
group included Flint Garrison, Harlan 
Eugene Read, E. M. Grossman, Dwight 
Davis for a time—had lunch together. 
The table at which they sat was called 
“The nuts’ table.” This name gradual- 
ly became a familiar usage around the 
club, which was then in the Board of 
Education Building. The group at “the 
nuts’ table” talked furiously and fast 
at.luncheon. They talked about every- 
thing under the sun No idea was too 
bizarre or too radical to frighten the 
“nuts,” and usually the new and star- 
tling idea found a champion if only for 
the sake of an argument. 

These men rarely agreed on anything. 
For the most part, they spoke from dis- 
similar points of view—Garrison was a 
single-taxer, Read a champion of the 
reform of capitalism through a doctrine 
of individualism, Lippmann a socialist. 
They disagreed on principle and in prac- 
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tice. But it was all very friendly. and 
once in a while in their talk, extended 
endlessly over coffee and cigarettes, one 
of those rare things would happen when 
whatever they claimed to be discussing 
was illumined objectively so that it was 
seen more or less in its true light, apart 
from partisan persuasion.

The war came and knocked nearly 
everything in Dr. Lippmann's wofld 
awry. He is a pacifist and of German 
origin. At once he was suspect. The 
motive of each Power involved was 
imperialistic, dubious, in 
Dr. Lippmann’s opinion. 
He talked freely, as he 
had before. Even upon 
America’s entry he held to 
his own view. After a time 
he simply stopped talking, 
except among his closest 
friends. It seems to him 
now, glancing back, that 
almost everyone he knew was obsessed 
with a kind of mania. Dr. Lippmann 
tried to use logic, particularly on his 
colleagues. But he found that logical, 
clear thinking, the quality he has al- 
ways admired most, was altogether ig- 
nored, scorned. Suddenly he found 
reasonable people who were willing to 
believe the most preposterous tales. 

One of the most disillusioning ex- 
periences for Dr. Lippmann was to see

“At the Public Questions Club, of 
which I have been a member for many 
years, I thought they were going to 
put me against the wall and shoot me.” 
He laughs and the delicate web of 
wrinkles about his eyes tightens so 
that he looks more than ever like a 
very wise Chinese mandarin. ‘It was 
the only place where I spoke my mind 
and, as I say, even there sometimes I 
felt in danger of bodily injury.”’ 

If Dr. Lippmann is a pacifist he is 
a disillusioned one, thoroughly disillu- 
sioned. “If there were to be a war 
now, I think there is scarcely a gov- 
ernment in Europe that would sur- 
vive. The threat of Communism is 
very real there, and a declaration of 
war would be a signal to the radical 
elements. No, we must wait until an- 
other generation has grown up, one 
that has not experienced war.” 


HE post-war world he finds en- 
tirely changed. He was abroad 
in 1912 and again shortly after 
the war. ‘‘We had no visas then. No 
nonsense or bother of that sort. We 
went freely from country to country. 
There is so much more suspicion 
now.” 

Dr. Lippmann has an interesting 
theory of his own to explain. the 
political impotence displayed in the 
election of such a man as Mayor 
Thompson of Chicago. He holds that in 
part at least it is due to the fact that 
men today no longer exchange ideas or 
opinions. And this is so, in his the- 
ory, because their social contacts are 
so largely dictated by women, their 
wives. The women, in his opinion, 
are much better informed than. the 
men, because they have time, or at 
any rate they take time, during the 
day, at clubs and lectures, for dis- 
cussion, and to hear the views of 
others. 

‘We have a League of Women Vot- 
ers. Why not a League of Men Vot- 
ers? But you can’t imagine such a 
thing. In the evening husband and 
wife have a social life together. They 
play bridge, or something of the sort. 
But the friends are customarily those 
selected by the wife and the gath- 
ering is purely social. It has occurred 
to me that the saloon, the better type 
of saloon, served, in.a sense, as a 
place where men could exchange ideas 
and opinions. In the evening, at 10 
o'clock or so, the man would go down 
to the saloon for a glass of beer, and 
there he would meet a friend or two 
and they would discuss candidates 
and issues. The political ring dom- 
inates so easily now because no one 
has any opinion or any information.” 


™ VEN a brief talk with Dr. Lipp- 
Jy mann brings out a great many of 
: his theories, the play of Ris mind 
as it focuses on the contemporary scene. 
And it discloses how many causes he 
has championed: -the Birth Control 
League, the American Civil Liberties 
Union, the Committee of 48 for a 
third party, of which he was a mem- 
ber. And they have not all been by 
any means, in the familiar phrase, lost 
causes. The birth control issue is an 
interesting example. In 1916 he was 
one of a group of de 
termined St. Loulsans who 
brought Mrs. Margaret San- 
ger, birth control advocate, 
to St. Louis for a lecture.

Ordinarily a family of 16 (the 
oldest child is married) would live far 
from comfortably ‘on $150 a month, 
but the Kincaids are an exception They 
determined’ to live both comfortably 
and happily; and, having so deter- 
mined, conceived and adopted a unique 
and interesting system for rearing 
their children. 

Their chief problem, in carrying out 
this determination, was to lower the 
cost of living per child without hinder- 
ing the normal growth and happiness 
of their children. This Mr. and Mrs. 
Kincaid have succeeded in doing al- 
most to perfection. 

Just as mass production industrial 
goods should cost less and are more 
widely distributed, so mass production 
children have their advantages—-at 
least, according to the Kincaids. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kincaid find their 
large family a delightful adventure. 

Both father and mother are intense- 
ly proud of their children and strive 
to give them the best possible chance 
in life. This, no doubt, is one of the 
chief reasons why the Kincaids have 
been so successful in the task of rear- 
ing a large family. 

Of the 15 Kincaid children, eight are 
boys and seven are girls. Garland, a 
son, who is 24, is the married one, and 
has two children of his own. The 
youngest child, Ona Mildred, a daugh- 
ter, was born on July 8 of-last year. 
The others are as follows: Otto, 21; 
Enid, 18; Allen, 17; Kate, 15; Velma, 
13; Robert 11; Eugene, 10; Maxine, 
9: Caroline, 7; Martha Belle, 6; Rich- 
ard, 4; Joe, 2, and Eddie, 1. At pres- 
ent all of the children but Garland live 
with their parents. Garland’s two chil- 
dren are Gere, 2, and Marceline, 1. 

In all, the Kincaids have had 18 
children, but three of them died when 
youne, one when a year old, another 
when 18 months old and a third at 
birth. Out of the entire 18 only one 
set of twins appeared. Thelma, Velma’s 
twin, was one of the three who died.

people, a novel experience, but not 
to Mr. and Mrs. Kincaid. Both had 
been members of large families before 
their marriage. } 

Mrs. Kincaid is one of 17 brothers 
and sisters, and Mr. Kincaid is one of 
a family of 15 children. The lifelong 
experience of the Kincaids with large 
families is still another reason for their 
achievements as parents of 15 robust 
children. 

Mr. Kincaid was born in Flint Dis- 
trict, Indian Territory, in what is now 
Adair County, Oklahoma, 45 years 
ago. His mother, Mrs. J. RK. Kincaid, 
is still living, as are three of his broth- 
ers and eight of his sisters. His father 
died in 1901. Mrs. Kincaid was born 
in Washington County, Arkansas. Her 
pareiuts, Mr. and Mrs. F. A. Nickell, 
now live in California. Of the 17 
Nickell children, 15 are atill living. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kincaid were married at 
Stillwell, Oklahoma, August 25, 1905. 

Today the Kincaids live on a pump- 
ing lease belonging to an oil company. 
The family occupies two houses, one 
used almost exclusively for sleeping 
and for washing and ironing. All of 
the children but the four smallest ones

Econ omy, 
rigid, but not 
so strict as to 
take away the 
joy of living, is the keystone of the 
family’s ability to subsist comfort- 
ably, healthily and happily on $150 
a month. And in order to be suf- 
ficiently economical, the Kincaids 
have developed an interesting and mar- 
velously efficient system of living, 
based on individual self-reliance, mu- 
tual co-operation, specialization and 
strict discipline. 

“It is especially necessary,” said 
Mrs. Kincaid, ‘‘that we teach the chil- 
dren self-reliance. Since each child re- 
ceives only a minimum amount of at- 
tention (due to so much competition 
from his 13 brothers and sisters) he 
simply must learn how to take care of 
himself, even in infancy.”’ 


HE teaching of self-reliance, 
Mrs. Kincaid believes, is one ad- 
vantage that her children have 
over ordinary ciildren with only two 
or three brothers -and sisters. 
‘‘Many parents pamper their children 
and do too much for them,’’ she 
said, ‘‘but Mr. Kincaid and I haven't 
time for that. Children who are not 
pampered, but who must learn to take 
care of themselves, are just so much 
better off."’ 


A glance at the daily duties of the 


Kincaid children shows how they have 
learned to do things for themselves. 
The girls, for instance, know how to 
cook, how to wash and iron, and how 
to make their own clothes—knowledge 
in which most modern girls are lack- 
ing, according to Mrs. Kincaid. Enid, 
the oldest of the girls, is, next to her 
mother, chief chef for the family. Kate 
and Velma, next in line, ‘“‘do the 
dishes’’ and clean house. Enid also 
washes the clothes with an automatic 
washer. All of the girls, including 
Maxine, Caroline and Martha, join in 
ironing the clothes: The girls are 
supervised in this work by their 
mother. 

The Kincaid boys also know how to 
do things. Allen, with some help from 
his father, takes care of the family 
garden, which yields potatoes, toma- 
toes, lettuce and uther vegetables. Al- 
len also tends to the family iivestock, 
consisting of a cow and three pigs. 
Gene is master of poultry, and a 
mighty fine crop of chickens it is that 
he raises every year. The other boys, 
Robert and Richard, also have 
definite duties, such as keeping the 
yard clean and taking care of the 
family car. 

“Each child,”’ said Mr. Kincaid, ‘“‘has

“With 40 biscuits consumed every 
morning,’ said Mr. Kincaid, ‘I pur- 
chase flour in two large sacks.” 
Soap, he explained, is bought in 
110-bar lots, and other supplies pro- 
portionately. 

Last summer .Enid and her sisters, 
with their mother’s help, put up 400 
quarts of fruit. Of this, more than 
100 pounds were consumed in a recent 


_month. Pies for the family are cooked 


in a pan which ordinary folks would 
use for roasting turkeys. Neverthe- 
less, according to Mrs. Kincaid, the of- 
ficial pie maker, there is seldom any- 
thing left in the pan 
after a meal. 

Not only do the Kin- 
caid’s grow as much of 
their food as possible, 
but they also make as 
many of their clothes as 
possible. Mrs. Kincaid, 
Enid, Kate and Velma 
are the family’s official 
tailors. With the excep- 
tion of trousers, coats, 
shoes and special Sun- 
day-go-to-meeting  cos- 
tumes, most of the 
clothes are made at 
home. Nevertheless, it is 
no small bill to pay for 
16 pairs of shoes every 
year and new suits for 
the boys when school 
starts in the fall. 

Despite the expense 
of clothes, food, two 
houses, a car and various other in- 
cidentals, the Kincaids are educating 
every one of their children, even send-" 
ing some of them to college. With 
the exception of Richard, Joe, Eddie 
and Ona Mildred, the four youngest, 
all of the children attend school. Otto 
is a student at the East Oklahoma 
State Teachers’ College at Tahlequah. 
Enid, who graduated from Broken Ar- 
row High School last June, will short- 
ly become the second college student in 
the family. Allen, Kate and Velma 
are now in high school. 3 

The others attend grade schools.

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She has been identified 
with the revolutionary movement 
in Russia since 1898. It was in 
that year that she published her 
first works and became known 
as a socialist and loyal supporter 
and member of that progressive party. 

Within eight years she was in prison, 
for in 1906 she had to face trial on 
two charges and was sentenced on both 
-—her Socialistic pamphlet on Finland 
and her work in organizing workers of 
the textile industry. Two years later 
she was forced to leave Russia, and 
between 1908 and 1917 lived abroad 
as a political exile. With the Russian 
Revolution of 1917 she hurried back. 
to her own country, where, under the 
new Soviet regime, she received the 
post of Minister of Social Weifare. 
Since that time she has been a high 
figure in the Soviet Government's af- 
fairs, with four appointments as Min- 
ister to foreign capitals. Twice she 
was sent as Minister to Norway-——-in 
1924 and 1928. In 1926 she was ap- 
pointed Ambassador to Mexico, and 
last fall she was appointed Minister 
to Sweden. And she is still the only 
woman ambassador in the world. 

It may be said that Mme. Kollontay’s 
course did not always run smoothly in 
other countries. When she was Min- 
ister to Norway she got in some 
trouble with her own Government by 
ordering 50 Paris gowns in one year 
and paying for them out of the Soviet 
embassay’s budget. Then she got in 
trouble with a rival faction of the 
Soviet administration. It was said 
that this faction virtually forced her 
retirement by sending her secretaries 
with whom she could not get along. 
Anyway, she retired at her own re- 
quest, to do social work among the 
Russian poor. 

In Mexico she got in trouble with 
the Mexican authorities before she 
had been there a year. She went home 
in the summer of 1927 and it was re- 
ported that President Calles had asked 
for her recall because of her propa- 
ganda activities. She said she went 
home to present reports of her work 
in Mexico. Whatever the facts, she 
did not go back. But she did go back 
to Norway for a year. Then Sweden.

also provide the means of health?’’ 

The fact that he has championed so 
many causes not in accord with ma- 
jority opinion has in no way turned 
him against the world or against peo- 
ple. The prevailing impression is one 
of vast enjoyment of the human com- 
edy. As a spectacle, he finds it an un- 
failing source of fascination. But 
without cynicism, without bitterness 
or distrust. 

“I have a collection of letters, or, 
rather, the envelopes that letters were 
sent in at the time of the enormous 
inflation of currency in Europe,” he 
says. ‘It is just a curiosity, of course, 
something amusing. What astonishing 
evidence of the incaleulable stupidity 
of the human species. It is a little 
sad, really. There is one envelope 
literally covered with stamps—eight 
trillion marks in stamps it took to 
send the letter from Germany to 
America. Think of it.” 

At his office and in his’ home the 
human qualities are most evident. The 
waiting room of the office is furnished 
in children's furniture, painted in 
brigt colors. There are children there, 
with nurses or their mothers. Dr. Lipp- 
mann moves like a kindly genie from 
one to the other, a benevolent giant 
in a Lilliputian world. . 

The home at 6307 Alexander drive 
is not large, consisting principally of a 
living room nearly two stories in 
height, with a mezzanine. There 
is ample space for books, pictures 
—many of which were done by 
friends—small objects in ivory and 
bronze. It is, above all, a comfort- 
able house, which it should be, since 
it was designed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Lippmann. The two children, Al- 
bert and Margaret, live in New York. 
Here in this pleasant room, or in sum- 
mer on the dining terrace that looks 
out over the trees of Forsythe boule- 
vard, there is much talk of many 
things, usually friends there 4m the 
évening and often visitors from away. 


Dr. Lippmann's life is rounded by 
a diversity of interests. He and Mrs. 
Lippmann never miss a symphony con- 
cert, They are at every art exhibit 
and every good play that come to St. 
Louis. In his tastes in art, Dr. Lipp- 
mann is again consistent. He favors 
the more advanced forms. 

“One muat have a rounded ilife,’’ he 
says. “Particularly the physician. 
One must have interests outside one’s 
profession. And the emotional side 
cannot be neglected at the expense of 
other phases. So many young doctors 
today single out one narrow specialty 
and go directly into it before they 
know anything about human betngs 
really. I prefer to be a child special- 
ist becayse at least one has the whole 
child. You do not treat the child's 
liver or his skin. But I suppose it 
will not be long before they partition 
the child up among us. I do not like 
this tendency.”’ 

“There is no justification for the 
philosophy of pessifnism,”’ Dr. Lipp- 
mann says finally. ‘‘There never has 
been. First there was the sage of 
slavery, then feudalism and then wage 
slavery, in which period we atill are. 
It’s better, unquestionably better. 

“And the next phase will be an im- 
provement, although I shall not live 
to see it, nor is it probable that you 
will. At present we are in a very un- 
happy time. The depression seems to 
me to be not merely another spasm in 
a chronic illness but a profound mal- 
ady, world-wide. And if it means that 
the next phase of civilization is to 
have its development in the genius of 
another nation, another people, Rus- 
sia, say, or India, we cannot mourn 
that too greatly. No one race has 
been permanentiy endowed with the 
responsibility and privilege of worid 
leadership. 

“Certainly our age is an interesting 
one. An age of swift transition, even 
though everyone will not recog- 
nize it.”
